Tbe advantages of the foothills of 
Amador oounty for the cultivation of 
wine grapes are not realized as they 
ought to be. 
The 
possibilities of 
this section are very great, and they 
are bound to be utilized, sooner or 
later. 
Qrape land 
in the valleys 
command from $50 to $100 per acre. 
Amador land can be bought for from 
$5 to $10 per aore. 
This ditlerenoe in 
tbe price of land Bhould be an impor­ 
tant factor, and offset any sm all ad­ 
vantages in favhr of tbe valleys, if 
any such advantages exist. 
L et it be 
conceded that the low land, as a rule, 
w ill yield a heavier crop tban tbe 
footbills. 
As a further offset against 
tbis, tbe foothill grapes have more of 
tbe wlue making qualities, and conse­ 
quently command a higher price in 
tbe market. 
It is said that wine 
makers w ill give several dollars per 
ton more for grapes 
grown in tbe 
footbills, tban 
for those raised else­ 
where. 
Tbe wine is of better quality, 
and is readily 
saleable at a higher 
price. 
Tbis truth is getting to bo 
w ell understood by experts. 
There 
is no danger, therefore that tbe c u lti­ 
vation ot tbe wine grape will be over­ 
done in soil peculiarly adapted for 
that industry. 
Every part of Amador 
oounty, for several m iles above and 
below tbe main mineral belt, has a 
large area of land that might be pro­ 
fitably 
devoted 
to tbis 
business. 
Instead of tbe tendenoy to m onopolize 
our toot b ill lands for Btock grazing, 
wbiob has been going on for years and 
e tiil continues, tbe drift ought to be 
atrongiy tbe other way. 
Hands now 
devoted to raising of stock should be 
used 
for vineyards 
and ^orchards, 
supporting a 
large 
population 
ot 
em ail farmers and orchard ists. 
We are £ipaqe.d to notioe a move in 
tbe northern end of tbe county in 
tbla 
direction. 
Residents 
in tbe 
vicinity 
of Oieta 
are 
taking tbe 
matter in haud, believing that it pro 
m ises more than anything else tbat 
could be devised to bring tbe possi­ 
b ilities ol our foothills to tbe trout. 
A concerted effort all along tbe line, 
showing wbat has been done, and can 
still be done by a little energy and 
enterprise, 
would speedily 
work a 
big change for tbe better in the horti 
cultural situation in this county.

The lone and Eustern Railroad has 
levied an assessment of $9 per share. 
I his is a pretty steep levy to hand 
out to the stockholders, i t is n ot the 
kind of dividend th a t 
loomed up 
betore those who p o ttb e ir money into 
tbe 
enterprise | when ¡ it was first 
organized. 
Nevertheless, 
it is no 
doubt designed to pave the way for 
those 
pleasanter 
dividends 
which 
pour 
money 
into 
the pockets of 
fortunate 
shareholders, 
instead 
of 
taking coin therefrom. 
We presume 
this assessment is the initial step in 
the extension of the road to the ti m ­ 
ber 
belt—some 
twenty-flve 
miles 
beyond th e present term inus. 
E very­ 
thing points to tbe starting of this 
work ot extension early this spring, 
and that it will be pushed to com ­ 
pletion as rapidly as possible. 
The 
promoters have been over the route, 
bavo thoroughly looked into tbe tim ­ 
ber resources of the eastern section, 
with the result tb at tbey bought o u t­ 
righ t a large area ot tbe tim bered 
lands, have secured options on still 
more, which options they are taking 
up as tb e tim e lim its are about to 
expire The whole thing has a busi­ 
ness like aspect. 
The present m ana­ 
gers of the road realize tb at tbe ra il­ 
road as it now stands is not, and c a n ­ 
not bo made a paying enterprise. TJie 
passeDger fare is the same between 
tbe two term inal points as it was in 
the days of stage coaching; tbe rates 
for freight are little if any under the

wagon method ot tra n s­ 
portation. 
S till, with the high-grade 
tariffs, the revenue is n ot equal to tbe 
payment of a reasonable interest on 
tbe investment. 
The road as it now stands is unique 
in tbe history of railroading in this 
country. 
We question if there is, or 
lias been, another road b uilt in the 
United States affording a paialiel to 
his short-haul line. 
I t Wbs built for 
ordinary freight and passenger traffic 
—not a sight-seeing road to be sought 
by pieasure-seekers and tourists, but 
to r commercial purposes in tbe usual 
acceptation of tb at term, 
And yet 
there is not a town nor even a village 
or ham let along 
the entire route. 
There is not a way-station at any 
point o d the line. For an independent 
road, tb is 
is certainly 
a peculiar 
condition. 
B ut tbis is not all.

town in tbe county within two miles 
of its term inus, tbe prom oters con 
eluded

to and from Jaokson.

The cost of hauling by team from the 
term inus to tbis city is one-third tbe 
cost of the total freight charges from 
lone to Jackson 
And even at this 
rute, there is nothing in tbe business 
for tbe teamBters. 
The road ought to and m ight have 
bridged tbis two-mile space without 
any serious engineering difficulties to 
contend with, and theiefore w ithout 
additional expense outside of o rd in ­ 
ary m ountain railroading. 
The cost 
ot m aintaining and operating the road 
wonld not have been incieased to any 
appreciable extent, while the a d d i­ 
tional freight and passenger charges 
would have proved a vitally irnpoit- 
ant factor in the income of tbe road— 
probably made sufficient difference to 
place the road on a paying basis. 


Tbe chances of Berkeley becoming 
tbe capital aie slim. 
The nniversity 
town will p a t up a strong ligbt, and 
spent lots of money in tbe canvass, 
but we do not th ink they can win. 
in tbis year of unparalleled disaster, 
tbe legislators com m itted a piepe pf 
unpaidoDBble folly in plnnging tbe 
state into such a bitter sectional tight 
as this capital removal contest p ro ­ 
mises to be. 
The proposition, in 
order to win, must reoeive a m ajority 
of all the 
votes oast at the next 
geuerpl election. 
Some authorities 
go farth er than this, and claim that a 
m ajority of alj tbe registered v jters 
will be necessary to take tbe ,capital 
to Berkeley. 
Assuming this view tp 
be correot there is not the ghost of a 
show tor Berkeley to win. 
The vote 
actually polled at a state election 
always faljs from 15 to 20 per cent 
short of the electors enrolled ;upon 
the great registers. 
Tbo citizen who 
fails to go to the polls on election 
day, as well as tho ru ter who neglects 
to mark his tmllot on tho capital 
rem oval1 issue, will all score against 
Berkeley, just the same as though 
they actually voted in favor of Sacra­ 
mento. 
As a rule, twonty-iive per 
cent of the totnl vote is enough to 
carry 
nr 
defeat 
a 
constitutional 
ameudment. 
At tbe last eleotion tbe 
total vote in Amador cnupty was 2409. 
And yet the highest vote cast on 
either lor or against a constitutional 
amendm ent was 470—less than one- 
fiftifof the total vote, 
Tbis fact will 
sum en to show the uphill character ot 
tbe job tb at Berkeley faaB undertaken.

Baggio and other capitalists. -Experts 
have been over the route, acoompauiod

over the outlook. 
Two surveys 
have been 
run from 
Valley Spring to the timbor region, 
a distance of fifty miles. 
Concerning 
this huge undertaking the Stockton 
independent of March 5th says; 
The vast scheme ot development, 
which will entail the expenditure of 
between 
57,000,000 and 510,000,000, 
was promoted by Henry Bruner, vice 
president of the Central T rust Com­ 
pany. 
A commission, beaded-by O. 
U. Faget, a well known engineer and 
railroad man of Paris, which repre­ 
sented tbe French capitalists in San 
Francisco,

Americuiue of Paris. 
Tho syndicate hss already purchased 
40,000 acres of timbor laud in C ala­ 
veras county, inclosing the big trees 
now owned by m illionaire Whiteside, 
and has options on 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 additional 
acres of tim ber laud 
which it will 
buy up as necessity requires. 
In the 10,000 acres of timber laud 
already acquired at a cost of 815 an 
acre, thure 'are said to be one billion 
feet of lumber. 
The plan js to light 
the lumber trust in the San Francisco 
market. If the plaus of the syndicate 
carry, it will begin the delivery ot 
the Calaveras Jumper ip Ban 
F ran ­ 
cisco with the Urst of next year, 
Work on tbe proposed railroad will 
begin in April.

In looking over some family papers 
and bundles of old letters I discovered 
one by Mrs. Jeffereys of Blarney cas­ 
tle. County Cork, which coutains an 
account of a circumstance interesting 
in itself as an instance of heroism on 
tbe part of the narrator toward her 
brother, the Earl of Clare, and so valu­ 
able as bringing to light a remarkable 
event connected with the history of 
those troubled times that I feel I am 
only discharging a duty in submitting 
it to the notice of the editor. 
The letter is dated 9 Moles worth 
street, Jr.!” . 1807, aud, among other 
matters, M . 3 . Jeffereys writes as fol­ 
lows: 
“On the day Lord Fitzwilliam was 
recalled, when my brother (as chancel­ 
lor) was returning from the castle aft­ 
er having assisted a t the swearing in 
of the newly arrived lord lieutenant, a 
ferocious mob of no less than 
5 , 0 0 0 
men aud several hundred women as­ 
sembled together in College green and 
all along the avenue leading to my 
brother’s house. The male part of the 
insurgents were armed with pistols, 
cutlasses, sledges, saws, crowbars and 
every other weapon necessary to break 
open my brother’s house, and the wo­ 
men were all of them armed with 
their aprons full of paving stones. This 
ferocious and furious mob began to 
throw showers of stones into my broth­ 
er’s eoaeh, at his coachman’s head and 
his horses. They wounded my brother 
In the temple in College green, nnd if 
he had not sheltered himself by hold­ 
ing his great square official purse be­ 
fore him be would have been stoned to 
death before he arrived (through the 
back yard) at bis own house, where 
with several smithy sledges they were 
working hard to break into his bail 
door, while others of them had ropes 
ready to fix up to his lamp iron to hang 
him the moment they could find him, 
w hen I arrived, disguised in my kitch­ 
en maid’s dress, my blue apron full of 
stones. I mingled with this numerous 
mob and addressed a pale, sickly man, 
saying: ‘My dear jey’l, w hat’ll become 
of hus! I am after running from the 
castle to tell yeas all that a regiment 
of hos is galloping down here to thram- 
ple hus, etc. Oh, yea, yea, where will 
we go?’ Then they cried: ‘Hurry, hur­ 
ry, the hos is coming to charge and 
thrample hus! H urry for the custom 
hduse.’ And in less than a moment the 
crowd dispersed. 
“I then procured a surgeon for my 
brother and a guard to prevent another 
attack, and thus I saved Lord Clare’s 
life at the risk of being torn limb from 
limb if I had been recognized by any 
of the mob.”—London Notes and Que­ 
ries.

O x y g e n an d M uahroom a. 
, 
A singular way of removing oxygen 
from the air by the aid of a plant is 
as follows: Inside a glass bell jar, sus­ 
pended over water, Is placed a mush­ 
room, and sunlight is allowed to fall 
upon the plant. 
The mushroom ab­ 
sorbs the oxygen from the air in the 
jar, and the carbonic aeld formed dur­ 
ing the process is absorbed by the wa­ 
ter, which gradually rises In the jar 
to one-fifth of its height. 
The mush­ 
room now dries up, but its animation 
is onlv suspended, as may be proved 
by introducing beside it a green plant, 
when it will recommence to vegetate, 
being nourished by the oxygen exhaled 
from the fresh plant.

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THE DEVILFISH 
WAGER OF BATTLE, 
HE CURSE OP INDIA 
Its Ability to Chaaxe Its Otm and 
tb c W utor’n Color. 
“I was lying on a rook w atching the 
movements of some land crabs which 
kept retreating fron. the w ater as the 
tide rose, w hen suddenly a crab dashed 
frantically from the w ater, and out 
after It galloped — there is no other 
word for It—a devilfish nearly tw o feet 
ncross,” w rites an observer from Ava­ 
lon. Cal. “The anim al continued the 
chase a short distance, lifting its ten­ 
tacles in the air in a sort of overhead 
motion; then, finding pursuit hopeless, 
it w ithdrew with a peculiarly unpleas­ 
ant. w rithing, gliding motion charac­ 
teristic of these animnls. Upon reach­ 
ing the w ater it stationed itself Just at 
the edge, so mimicking the color of the 
bottom th a t w hen I glanced aw ay and 
looked suddenly back I could not a t 
once distinguish it. This devilfish had 
the appearance of a cat w atching for 
mice, and w hen a crab w as seen It 
would shoot out a long, attenuated 
tentacle, and attem pt to seize it. 
By 
carefully insinuating my way to the 
w ater’s edge I quickly grasped the 
specimen and after n short struggle 
tore It from the rocks and secured It. 
“At various tim es I had from three 
to 
five devilfishes 
in 
an inclosure 
where I could w atch them change color 
and test their strength. 
In confine­ 
ment, if the tank bottom w as dark, 
they assum ed various tints, generally 
a dark reddish brown, but the largest 
one w as a tigerlike creature, about 
three feet across, w ith a ground of 
livid w hite covered w ith black or dark 
gray blotehes, giving it a truly fiendish 
appearance, 
especially 
as 
the eyes 
w ere conspicuous and appeared to em it 
lam bent gleams. The change of color 
w as m arvelous In its rapidity. In a 
special tank in which tw o of these 
prisoners were confined they occupied 
the corners, facing outw ard, with arm s 
either coiled under or above them. At 
any offensive movem ent on my part, 
presenting my hand under w ater, the 
color scheme would change. A blush 
appeared to pass over the entire sur­ 
face, and in a large squid I can only 
compare it to heat lightning—a rapid 
and continued series of flushing and 
paling, from deep brick red to gray.

"It w as very evident th at the ani­ 
mals 
differed 
much 
in 
pugnacity. 
Some did not resent my touching them; 
others merely threw a tentacle In my 
direction, while one never touched me, 
bu t directed Its siphon a t my hand 
under w ater and sent a violent current 
in th a t direction, apparently endeavor­ 
ing to blow my hand aw ay. It was 
fascinating to observe the range this 
w ater gun had and how by seeming 
Intuition the devilfish could direct it 
nt my hand as I slowly moved It about 
while attem pting to attra ct the ani­ 
m al’s attention In an opposite direc­ 
tion.” 


l i d First Duel* Are S a i d to Hare 
Keen Foil,*LÍ. 1 lu Italy. 
The first auels were fought in Italy, 
according to Millingen, who speaks of 
a m anuscript discovered a t Cassel and 
describes a duel betw een a father and 
a son in the reign of the Em peror The- 
odoric. 
W hen C harlem agne forbade 
w ager of battle among the Lom bards 
he encountered the fiercest opposition 
from the nobles. 
Early in the ninth 
century De Mediéis, a knight, defeated 
in single com bat the bandit Muge!, 
who devastated the Florentine district 
now called after him, Mugello. 
Otho 
II. granted the prayer of the nobility 
for the re-establishm ent of w ager of 
battle in 988. 
W omen and priests 
w ere not compelled to accept it. 
The 
Normans showed less gallantry. 
W ith 
them a woman had to accept, nor could 
siie nam e a champion. 
H er m ale op­ 
ponent. however, w as buried to his 
w aist in the earth. 
Armed w ith a 
club, he tried to strike her as she cir­ 
cled around him, his weapon being *a 
ball of Iron a t the end of a cord. If be 
failed to touch her a t the third at­ 
tem pt 
he 
w as 
vanquished, 
which 
m eant to him death w ith dishonor. 
Beecarin says th at the reason so 
many duels w ere fought in Italy in 
the early days is th at where the law 
does not afford protection one m ust 
look to single combat to retain the re­ 
spect of one’s fellow men. In the mid­ 
dle ages the ferocity of Italian duels 
passes belief. "Any w ay of putting an 
enemy to death (’ogni modo’) is good 
enough,” says one of their w riters. 
"W hen an Italian spares his vanquish­ 
ed adversary,” says Brantom e, “he 
maims his arm s and legs and gives 
him as a mem ento of his kindness and 
generosity a hideous gash across the 
face.” 
Lanipagnano practiced on a 
painted model of Galeazzo Sforza be­ 
fore he stabbed him. 
Dueling was 
called “la seienza cavalleresca.”—Corn- 
hill Magazine.

This is a prescription th a t is w orth 
more to such people than all the drugs 
in the world.

FRAUDS IN OLD BOOKS, 


Ancient and Rare Volume* Doctored 
Restored and Imitated. 
A well 
known collector acquired 
w hat he took to be a book published 
by Aldus in the year 1489. 
H e paid 
$1,000 for it and believed th at it w as 
an original Aldus, because the publish­ 
er’s press mark, a dolphin coiled round 
an anchor, appeared upon it. 
W hen 
the book w as shown to an expert it 
proved to be beyond a shadow of 
doubt r modern antique—th a t is to 
say, it w as simply a copy of the orig­ 
inal work printed by an ingenious book 
fakir. 
So clever w as the im itation 
th a t only an expert could tell it from 
th e original and rare book. 
Scores of 
persons 
during 
recent 
years 
have 
bought facsim iles of rare works under 
the impression th at they w ere getting 
the originals. 
Dickens’ "Sunday Un­ 
der Three H eads” has been faked 
m any times and sold as original to 
collectors who no doubt treasure them 
as rarities. 
Genuine copies of this 
little book are w orth a good sum, and 
some unscrupulous dealers, taking ad­ 
vantage of the circum stances, have 
had it reprinted and palm off the 
copies on unsuspecting bibliom aniacs 
for the genuine first edition. 
Many men make a living by “doc­ 
toring" old and rare books for un­ 
scrupulous dealers. 
These men are 
adepts in the a rt of book restoring and 
are quite able to make good any part 
of an im perfect copy. 
Foe instance, 
If a rare book has a leaf missing it Is 
handed over to a restorer, who re­ 
prints the page w ith battered ¡type, 
the paper upon w hich it is printed be­ 
ing afterw ard discolored w ith chem­ 
icals or tobacco w ater in order to give 
it the true antique hue. 
The first folio Shakespeare is, of 
course, of great valne, and it is safe 
to say th at every possible deception 
has been practiced in fitting up copies 
of this work for sale. A t one tim e the 
m anufacture of first folio Shakespeares 
was quite n trade. A first folio having 
several leaves missing had leaves in­ 
serted from the second folio, while in 
one case the entire play of “Cymbe- 
line” w as reprinted and inserted In a 
first folio. 
The “faked” pages w ere 
so cleverly done th at several experts 
were a t first unable to detect them 
when turning over the pages of the 
work in question. 
Book restorers, as 
a rule, are most Ingenious artists, and 
they can produce an im itation of a 
page of a rare book which will deceive 
hundreds of collectors. 
One particu­ 
lar restorer has* “doctored” more than 
a thousand old books during the last 
tw o years, producing pages in facsim ­ 
ile and supplying colophons or deco­ 
rated papitais. 
There is not a thing 
w anting to m ake a book complete that 
this m an cannot skillfully “fake.”— 
Brooklyn Eagle.

lVhen Hoops Began. 
W hen w ere hoops “in” for the first 
jtime? 
According to S trutt, “trundling 
the hoop is a pastim e of uncertain or­ 
igin, but much in fashion nt present" 
(1801). 
Dr. M urray’s dictionary, inci­ 
dentally rem arking th at the original 
hoop affected by boys w as a barrel 
hoop, gives no English reference to it 
earlier than 1792. 
B ut the hoop was 
well known to ancient Greek and Ro­ 
m an boys, who called it a “trochus” 
(wheel). 
Their hoops w ere made of 
bronze, and representations of them on 
gems show th at they w ere driven by a 
little hook w ith a wooden handle, very 
like the modern boy’s hoop stick. This 
w as called by the Greeks “elnter” 
(drivter) nnd by the Romans “clavis" 
(key). Sometimes the ancient hoop had 
bells sttached to it, and modern Lon­ 
don may be glad to be spared a t least 
th a t exasperation.—London Chronicle.
